ABOUT THE MANAGEMENT 
OF THIS HERD 


We have attempted to keep our 
cow herd working at all times and 
have therefore tried to maintain them 
in near ordinary fleshing condition— 
depending entirely on pasture and 
good quality roughage with protein 
supplement when needed. We believe 
the extra exercise and hardening of 
muscles that a bull developes when 
turned to pasture with the cows will 
give him a longer, more useful breed- 
ing life for us. However, we do not 
hesitate to grain our herd bull through 

BOB COLLIER the winter or any time he is losing 
too much condition. Our principal pur- 
pose has been to raise calves. Therefore, a high percentage calf crop has 
always been of the utmost importance to us, We have been rather ruthless 
in discarding animals that have given repeated trouble from a breeding or 
calving standpoint. 

During the extremely low price periods of the late ’30s and early ’40s 
quite a number of replacement females were purchased. These females have 
established some of our very best families but some of our best cattle have 
also continued to come from our earlier families. 

Ever since it was known that this herd would be dispersed, Hallwood 
Seven Eleven has been handled for your best advantage as a prospective 
purchaser. When he finished his career in the show ring, we turned him to 
pasture with a group of about 25 heifers, and fed him grain daily to let him 
down more easily. After servicing a heifer, Seven Eleven was removed from 
the pasture to a near-by pen and remained overnight. He did not settle all of 
his heifers, So this summer we decided it would be best to cut down on the 
number he was to breed. We placed him in a small pasture with only the heif- 
ers that had dropped calves by .him, and put another young bull, Hallwood 
Bookmaker, with the heifers not yet settled. We have done this because it is 
our sincere desire that Seven Eleven get the best home possible and we want 
his new owner to get the very best service possible from him. 

We do not maintain an accredited herd for T.B. and Bangs but have never 
had a T.B. reactor and have for the past 15 years practiced calfhood vaccina- 
tion of our heifer calves after a negative Bangs test. 

We regularly vaccinate our calves against Blackleg and Hemoragic Septi- 
cema. As a preventive measure we have vaccinated all animals over six 
months of age against Leptospurosis both this year and last year. Although 
we have not found a reactor our veterinarian felt that we would build a very 
strong immunity by vaccinating our animals in successive years. Our calf 
crop is an indication of the breeding regularity of our cow herd. 

The entire herd has been sprayed during August and September with Co-Ral, 
the new grub and pest killer. All calves under a year will be vaccinated 
against shipping fever approximately two to four weeks ahead of the sale.

A Word About the Management and 
Breeding Plans at Hallwood Farms 


Primarily the breeding program over the years has been the selection and pur- 
chase of top bulls, the selection of the best heifers for replacements and mating 
them to the best bull available. However, due to the size of this herd, the scat- 
tered location of the various pastures and the management practice of pasture 
breeding most cows, it has been necessary to use a larger number of bulls than 
is actually necessary to service the number of cows run. For this reason, it has 
always been the policy to try several young, promising bulls and to use those 
found to be satisfactory. We believe the use of our own bulls has also helped to 
establish uniformity in this herd. 

Insofar as practicable, we have made an effort to line-cross, using lines that 
are known to have nicked well. We have done a certain amount of this type of 
breeding with our Mercury and Royal Leader strains of cattle. We were just now 
beginning to accumulate a few line-bred Gambler calves to further carry out this 
idea, since the Gambler bull has mated well with nearly all of our cows. However, 
the ruling yardstick has always been selection, and any animal not measuring up 
has been feadily discarded. 

In making our matings for line-bred individuals we have attempted to concen- 
trate the good characters by crossing animals that have the same good character- 
istics. In making a line-cross or an out-cross, we have attempted to mate animals 
together that would have different good qualities in the hopes that we could pro- 
duce an animal that carried all of the good qualities of the various strains of our 
cattle. Our selections have been toward a middle-of-the-road type of animal. We 
have not gone all out for size but have been very quick to discard those animals 
that were obviously too small.
